the trunk, and had to hold hluisolf up by 
catching the first joint of his fingers in 
the, cracks In the thick, rough bark. 
Gradually and painfully he worked his 
way alone until he had reached the first 
bough, where he took a rest ol f nlly fif- 
teen minutes. 
Again he started, and, 
the climbing being easier, because of nu- 
merous boughs, he soon reached the nest. 
The old eagles had marked his approach, 


and were circling about ten feet above his 
head, uttering loud cries. The young 
eagles could not fly and hid back in their 
nest. When Mr. Klrkwood attempted to 
catch them, they fought savagely with 
beak, feet and wings to beat him off. Aff 
ter much difficulty he secpred them, tied 
their feet and wings, and with a stout 
cord lowered them to the ground, just 97 
feet below. He then inspected and meas- 
ured the-eagles' nest. It was fully six 
feet long by eight wide, and eight high— 
fully large" enough to accommodate Mr. 
Klrkwood in astandlngor sitting position. 
It was built of dry sticks—many of lthem 
as'thickftsa man's wrist—thatched to- 
gether by grass and small twigs. The 
roof was" storm-proof, a layer of fish, ref- 
use and other matter being placed on the 
woodwork and packed solidly by the feet 
uf the parent birds. The nest, it is said, 
has been the house of the elder birds for 
many years. Several attempts have been 
made to reach it bjj young men of the 
neighborhood, but without success. 


While Mr. Kirkwood was inspecting the 


nest, the old birds became angry at his 
intrusion and flew dangerously near the 
entrance, but a shout drove them off. 
The nest was built in a crotch of the tree 
and a huge bough, and was perfectly se- 
cure from dislodgement by the wind. The 
descent of the tree was no easy matter, 
and when Mr. Klrkwood reached the 
ground his fingers were badly torn and he 
was nearly exhausted.
